capes us, because that meaning is at 
variance with our ideas and our man- 
ners, and this is what gives rise to po- 
litical errors of an incalculable reach. 
The M nssuhnans do not fail to return 
the attacks that are made upon them. 
Conceding to us the advantage in a ma- 
terial and scientific point of view, they 
hold that tho riches and learning of the 
few do not make the happiness of the 
many, .and they cla'm superiority for 
tbeir moral and social constitution. 


Essentially democratic in its origin 


Islam lias a sumptuary law which puts 
a tax of 2}{ per cent, upon the jewels of 
women anu upon all objects of luxury. 
This money has Jerved for penturies to 
assist poor tradesmen and to buy them 
tools. 
Thanks to the prohibition of 


wine and spirits, the social problem is 
solved for them. On seeing the dangers 
that hover over our civilization, the 
Mqs'Hi}mr,ns compare U to the smoking 
remains of a burned tent. They thinlj 
that if it should disappear in the flanlfes 
of anarchy for want of an organic prin- 
ciple it would be incapable of rising 
again from its ashes, while their faith 
maintains order in everything, the con- 
dition sine qua non of progress. 


"You accuse us," taey say, "of being 


depraved. 
Are you iess so, you who 


keep up perpetual orgies in your great 
cities, expose yonr halt' clad wives and 
daughters at balls and feasts, and allow 
them to be whirled around in the arms 
of anybody and everybody? 
Yon re- 


proach us for our ignorance. In order 
to pass through life with honor your in- 
struction is not so good as ours. Thanka 
to the proverbs and the rules of wisdom 
that are taught to our children, they 
conduct themselves like little mefi 
With you the men, and even the 
learned, 
conduct 
themselves 
like 


little 
children. 
You 
charge 
our 


functionaries 
with 
venality. 
Who 


contributes to its establishment if it is 
not the vulgar herd of traders of every 
class that Europe has scattered all over 
the east? You cry down our judiciary. 
We too have a right to accuse yours. Yon 
charge us with fatalism. Fatalists we 
are, just like your learned men and your 
philosophers, who base their calculations 
upon tho immutability of natural laws. 
Resigned in the face of plagues, cata- 
clysms and death, we say 'It was writ- 
ten.' For the rest we follow the words 
of the prophet. 


'One day the prophet asked an Arab 


visitor what he had done with his camel. 
The Arab replied, '1 have left him at 
thy gate.' 'Hast thou tied him?' inquired 
the prophet. 'No, 1 have left him to the 
care of God.' 'Thou hast done wrong,' 
said Mohammed. 
'Thou shouldst first 


have tied him, and then have recom- 
mended him to God.' 


'The Christian doctrines of predesti- 


nation and of grace are more depressing 
than our fatalism. 
Your ignorance of 


Islam makes you confound Mussulman 
slavery with ancient slavery and that 
which existed until recently in Russia 
and in Brazil. With the Mussulmans 
there are no slaves. All are brothers, 
not in the Platonic sense of the Bible, 
but actually, having the same laws and 
the same positive duties according to 
the terms of the Koran. 
Unlike Chris- 


tianity, Islam has never treated as sal- 
able thing*, transmissible with the land, 
troops of men who professed the com- 
mon faith, as was done with the serfs 
of the Middle Ages, the inoujiks of 
Russia, and the negroes of your colonies. 
Prisoners of war are the only slaves that 
it recognizes, but their children are born 
free, and they themselves can become 
BO by embracing Islam. 


"It is the custom from time immemo- 


rial in certain countries for parents to 
part with their children for money, in 
order to ward off poverty and open up 
jo themselves a career of fortune. By 
virtue of Mussulman equality this ca- 
eer is limitless in the east. How many 
lavea have become pashas, generals 
and ministers? Almost all the sultans 
lave been the sons of slaves. The black 
laves taken from central Africa find in 
Egypt and 5n Turkey a fate incompar- 


,bly superior to that of the slaves of 
your colonies. Slavery is for savages 
he first step toward, civilization. If 
heir recruiting and their transportation 
give rise to well founded protests, the 
'anlt is not with Islam. Neither tne 
Bible nor tho Koran is responsible for 
abuses. 
Th« Mussulmans proclaim the supe- 


riority of their Allah; but they acknowl- 
ed"e Moses as a prophet and Jesus as 
Ronh Allah, the soul of God. 
Their 


veneration for Jesus extends to the 
mother. 
The immaculate conception, 


introduced into Catholicism by Pins IX, 
has been for twelve centuries a Mussul- 
man belief. 


'To the extreme simplicity of the 


dogma must be added the positive enjoy- 
ments which the paradise of Mohammed 
opposes to the platonio joys of the 
Christian paradise, in order to compre- 
hend the resistance of Islam to all at- 
tempts at conversion. 'Christianity is 
a menace, Islamism a promise,' said 
Napoleon 1, and his opinion is worthy 
of meditation."—Paris Figaro. 


Eating Before Sleeping.

The ladies expressed the belief that a 


thorough and competent bureau of in- 
formation where housekeepers can se- 
cure the material for the transaction of 
the business of the household is the hope 
of many a woman's life. The domestio 
service is the mechanical and structural 
part of the home. If the machinery 
here is not running smoothly and on 
time, the happiness and repose which 
constitute the central idea of home are 
seriously endangered or perhaps wholly 
destroyed. They said with one accord 
that a way which has not been exhaust- 
ively tried might be put to the test by 
forming a branch or department of the 
Woman's exchange to be called an Asso- 
ciation of Housekeepers and Bureau of 
Information, whose purpose it shall be 
to bring together an exchange of the 
wants and the needs between employer 
and employed in every department of 
home and social life, to investigate the 
sources of supply by which domestio 
service ia maintained, to arrive ot a 
more intelligent understanding Of the 
means by which skilled labor may be 
secured and a respect cultivated for 
household labor; to promote a more 
scientific knowledge of what constitutes 
housekeeping and homemaking; of the 
economic vahio of food material and its 
nutritive conservation by good cooking 
and to consider and study all questions 
which concern the health, happiness 
and economic management of the fam- 
ily. 
Such au association they said ap- 


pealed to every man and woman in the 
community—for it goes far to constitute 
the comfort of everyday life. 


The ladies thought that if only one in 


each 500 hcrasekeepers of the city joined 
the association a band of 200 ladies 
would be formed to labor for reform in 
domestic service. Their plan as indi- 
cated at the meeting aims to establish tt 
clodii, decent and comfortable boarding 
and lodging house for girls when out of 
places, where they can board at the 
minimum rate of the cost of keeping up 
tho house. Probably to do this advan- 
tageously they would be required to take 
care of their rooms and give, perhaps, 
two hours a day to the work of the 
house tinder the inspection of & super- 
visor. 


Second, to furnish practical lessons it 


cooking and dining room wprk in con- 
nection with the restaurant under a pro 
fossional teacher. Also in laundry work, 
dish washing, scrubbing and scullery 
work. Girls taking lessons from the 
professional teachers would pay for In 
struct ion in addition to their board. In- 
creased ability or new knowledge gained 
would entitle tho servant to a better 
place and higher wagoa. Girls sent out 
by the association would be registered 
and kept in sight, and they might ap- 
peal to the association in any case of 
real or fancied injustice. For the sup- 
port of this department an appeal has 
been mode to the women and honse» 
keepers of this city. 


The scheme of the association embo- 


dies a novelty iu domestic work, for in 
addition to the work of supplying do- 
mestics at monthly rates the association 
aims to supply women by the day for 
laundry work, housecloaning, sewing, 
etc. 
They will also establish an emer- 


gency department, which will supply at 
short notice persons at day rates, who 
can take a place rendered vacant by 
sickness or unforeseen necessity. They 
may also establish a house to house ser- 
vice, at hour rates, by a person who 
comes regularly to a house to perform 
special Bervice, such, for instance, as 
cleaning lamps, silver or windows, and 
who leaves when hor special work is fin- 
ished.

He may properly waioh her 
n order to obtain proof. 
He may do it 


with the hope and purpoee of getting a di- 
oroe if he obtains anfficieat evidence.

sflf made. He ia not obliged to throw 


bataoloa in her way, but he must not

Hist->ry records the nn.se! fish deeds 


and the bi'avery of oar soldiora in time 
of clangor, and future history will record 
the bravery of oar workmen who earn 
their daily bread amid great danger and 
imminent peril. An inquest was held 
last week by Mr. Brighouse, county cor- 
oner at PaiT, near St. Helens, on a man 
named Richard Gill, aged fifty years.

ceased, after the shots were ready, told 
tho other men to get into the hopper. 
' He then lighted the fuse connected 
with the shots and then got into the 
hopper. He fancied ho had given the 
wrong signal and jumped out of the 
hopper to cut off the fuse. He managed 
to out off one, but the others were too 
far burned. The other men begged him 
to give the signal to ascend and get into 
tho hopper, but lie said: "No, 1 will stay 
where 1 am. 
It is better tor one man 


to die than fur ull." Just then the hop- 
per began to ascond and the other men 
wero drawn to tho top, and soon after 
Gill pulled the signal wire and they 
went down to him and found him bad- 
ly injured about tho head. He had a 
compound fracture of the skull, and re- 
mained five months in tho hospital, but 
never got over his 
injury.—London

Spaniards are now said to be most 


predominant among the criminals ar- 
rested for stealing in large shops or 
pocket picking on race courses or at 
great public gatherings. Several Ibe- 
rians have been caught purse snatching 
at. ttiR (T-inpforbreatl fail, ami there have 
just appeared before the police court 
two men and two women /roru over the 
Pyrenees who practiced shoplifting on 
a large scale. The Spaniards, who had 
been su°pected of pocket picking in the 
Jarclin d'Acclimalation, were dogged by 
a detective, who saw them enter the 
Grands Magasiiis du Louvre. 
They 


drove to the place in a hired victoria, 
the jehu of which was one of the men. 
After having remained for awhile in the 
shop they saw that they were being 
watched, so they left tho place, entered 
their vehicle and were conveyed to the 
Printomps. 


Thither the detective followed them, 


and although he had no ocular proof 
that tho Spaniards stole anything he ar- 
rested the lot, the driver of the victoria 
being seized by a policeman who had re- 
ceived instructions to observe his move- 
ments. Under the cushions of the ve- 
hicle were fotind three large pieces of 
hilk which had been stolen from the 
Louvre shons and were valued at a little 
over forty pounds.—London Telegraph.

An Ordinance to Prevent tlie Erection 


or Maintenance of Barbed Wire Fenc- 
ing In the Town of Keno.

HE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


of Washoe county, Nevada, by virtue of the 


power i>r,a authority in them vested by the laws of 
the State of Nevadn, do ordain a3 follows. 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to erect or maintain any barbed wire 
fence or fencing of any Mnd or for any purpose 
•» \mtevei within the limits of the town of Reno. 


BBC 2. Any barbed wire fence or fencing o 


any kind now existing or which may be bereaf te 
erected within the corporate limits of the town o 
Ke.lo shall be deemed a nuisance. 


SEO 3. Any person or persons who shall here 


after erect or maintain any barbed wire fence o 
fencing of any kind or for any purpose or shall us 
barbed wlrn in connection with any other materia 
whatever for fencing purposes within the corpor 
ate limits of the town of Keno shall be deemec 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof before any Court of competent jurisdictioi 
shall ba fined in any Bum not exceeding fifty do 
arsor be Imprisoned in the Olty and Conntj Jai 
not exceeding twenty-nvo days, or may be pun 
shed by both such fine and imprisonment. An 
t shall bo the duly of the Judge or Justice* befor 
whom tho case may be tried.In case of conviction 
o enter an order directing the Chief of Police o 
other pence officer of said town to forthwith re 
move such nuisance.

Jumatsu Matsno, a native of Nagasa-
